1* The Conmniniste atteispted to tmlte the Party and feUov-travelins organize- 
tlons In united action focused on the Berlin Conference. The Soviet line vas dl» 
rected toward international cooperation in vorklng towards a united Germany. The 
Party attempted to orgatLise this morooent eo it would appear to he the spoutaneoxis 
desire and wish of all the German people. German participation in the Berlin Con** 
ference was agitated for m the first stej^ in this eaiqpaign. This was to he ac- 
coDpUehed through the seating at the Conference of a delegation of Germans made up 
of representatives from both East and West sectors of the country, 

B. CoBBiBmist Activity in West Qernanr ' 

1. Tbs SB3> Central Coondttee and BDPD party Eeadi^uarters directed preparations 
for the control and preparatioa of propaganda action against the Bonn Gove mcfi nt 
by the ertreme left and right wing cover organisations and parties. Special at* 
tempts were made to reach the wozkinB gronps and to inst ill the names of favored 
politicians in the minds of the popolatlon; e.g,, HEXNEMMDI and NIEM)EIJ£R. Visits 
of East Zone ^j^rs to West Zone cities were stressed as proof of the East*s sin- 
cerity. The continued its attends to discredit tbe Federal Chancellor and 
his go v ernm ent through attaelcs bn him and his mliiisters. The foundation |f or a new 
ministry for 'tesamtdentscbe Fragen" vas estahUshed In the GBR. Albert W0HBEZ7 vas 
named to head this organization, and it was given the assignment of causl^ the 
failnre of the Berlin Conference and making it appear as if the cause of this fail- 
ure was the Federal Republic. The Bonn Government was acensed of letting Its 
people down through making war contracts like the EVG and jMrtlclpatlng In the At- 
lantic Fact. In a meeting lasting from l8 Jaimary 195^ to 28 January 193^# a group 
belonging to^ the FDJ met and drew up the asslgtiments for FDJ tmlts In Hamburg, Essen, 
Freiburg, Munich, K 0 elft 7 --t>uiSinirg, uud other Uea^^xman cities. These aBSlgnments 
were typevrittenr^ tissue 3 ?aper handker c^ef s f^ security and sent by courier to 
the various grot^e^Ex-Helchs Cha4Kellor"^n93!H''W£s expected to run for a high of- 
fice in the Bonn Go^mment. ViiitTtf' lb conMcted with the Bund der Peutschen. At 
the "Geserntdeutsch Arbeltetagung der Hatlonalen Front," vblch was held In Plauen, 
the following Instructions were given the members— every attei^pt was to be made In 
winning travelers from the West to the Canmunlst Ideology, all Bast German travel- 
ers to the West were to eomhat the antl-Cammunlst press by spreading the "truth" 
ab(^ the wonderful living eonditlotts In the East. The letter-vrltlng circles, 
discontinued since the June, 1993, uprisings, should he started again. Contacts 
with the West German Govemaent should be built up and every town should Invite a 
like town In the West to a conference on German unity* Every support was to be 
given strikers, FDJ menoibers and peace fighters who are In Vest German jails. 

2. In the HBfPl), Hors-^lCRK'JER was replaced by Georg W)RB as head of the Cen- 
tral Cosmltteo. This vas accooqpanled with the statement that every means avail- 
able vas to be used In laying the groundwork for a new party in West Germany. 
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3* "For democratic rig^ and freedom and a Oaited Germany against the var con- 
tracts of Bonn and Paris" vere the vatehvords of the KPD In Its cam^lgn against 
the West. In contrast, the good vlU displayed hy the Soviet Union In supporting 
the campaign for German unification ww publicized. In Ballenetadt, 4 to 30 Janu- 
ary 195U, an SED party school gave agent instruetion to 5^ Vest German Communists* 
The trainees, t^n retnmlng to the West, Here to handle young Comatuniets In Vest- 
phalla and Hanburg* Action of single agents remained at the same level as preced- 
ing months* There vas no change In the activities of the Ost-CDU and the Ost-UDP. 



C. Activities of Eastern Intelligence Servlees 



^ 1. The SfS continued their offensive activities against Western agents* Ernst 

^OLLVEBER announced that during the Berlin Conference, 122 attei^s at sabotage ware 
made in the DDR* The only districts free of incidents were Mecklenburg and those 
areas along the Polish and C8R borders* With the Idea in mind of combating these 
outbreaks, a new West Abteilmig (branch) was formed within the SfS* Only the most 
dependable people were to be eaployed by this Abtellung* Its members were given in- 
structions to penetrate the IntelUgenee organisations of the West and after accom- 
plishing this, to expose their pperatloBs* Similar penetration activities were 
also to be directed against organisations of priests, artists and intellectuals who 
were suspected of being saboteurs of the state* To prevent a recurrence of I7 June 
1933, the SIS and People's Police were ordered to cooperate and work more closely 
together in liquidating provocation groiq^* The HVDVP was ordered to send daily 
incident reports to the SfS* Personality reports on suspect individuals were to be 
given to the SfS* To increase SfS security, SfS guard battalions were ordered to 
guard SfS Kreis offices* As a further example of the all-out effort of the GBR in 
attempting to eispoBB Western agent nets, small children were ordered to watch for 
dead letter drops while coHectlog old bottles and scrap*
